When Mr. Root closed his speech he spoke 
the name “‘ Theodore Roosevelt.” The ut- 


markable a demonstration as ever was seen 
in that great amphitheater at a political 
meeting. In 1896 a Bryan demonstration 
lasted just nine minutes, but tonight, at the 
mention of the words “ Theodore Roosevelt,”’ 
between 20,000 and 25,000 men and women 
rose up and cheered, some lustily, some fran- 
tieally and hysterically, for exactly four- 
teen minutes by the watch. And they would 
have cheered longer had not the chairman 
ef the meeting, the chairman of the repub- 
ican national committee, fairly implored the 
howling thousands to be quiet. 

Mr. Root himself was moved to beg the 
crowd to stop, as election time would be upon 
them before they knew it, and voting would 
be more effective than cheering, and in the 
way of crowds they cheered some more, 


Root Welcomes New Issue. 


“ Now as to the new issues in the campaign. 
kt has been a campaign of personal attack,

TIMES ALL OUT OF JOINT. 


Accuses Mayor Harrison of Plot- 
ting with Vote Buyer Ald. . 
Brennan to Send Broth- 
er to Congress.

Danville, Ill, Oct. 19.—[Special.]—Char- 


j acterizing the love of money as the fount of 


civic profligacy and social demoralization, 
Raymond Robins, head of Chicago’s prin- 
cipal lodging house, in an impassioned ad- 
dress before the State Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs today charged that political pull 
protects vote buyers and sellers in Chicago 
and that William Preston Harrison will be 


sent to congress by votes controlled by Ald. . 


John Brennan, convicted briber. : 

He accused Mayor Harrison of going to the 
bridewell to seek Brennan's support of his 
brother’s candidacy. He charged that wom- 
en upon whom society smiles are living off 
rents from places which reform organizations 
have been trying to close ané from insanitary 
tenements; that stores whitre small wages 
are paid are feeders of the slums; that cor- 
porations by resorting to bribery have com- 
pelled the laborer to take up the bludgeon 
and torch in self-defense. 


: Shifts Attack to Women. | 

Robins declared the woman who accepts 
tithes from unfortunates is no better than 
the man who sells his vote or the corporation 
that crushes out life to make a million. He 
declared that they have all crucified them- 
selves on a cross of gold. ° 

The speaker summoned sarcasm and sa- 
tire to his aid in a denunciation of women 
who put lace on their backs and jewels at 
their throats by the use of the same money 
that had bought souls and destroyed child 
life, and resorted to bitter invective in mak- 
ing an arraignment of captains of finance, 
whom he charged with attempting to control 
both church and state, and of corporations 
which he charged with crushing all the bet- 
ter instincts out of the men they employ. 
Mr. Robins urged that for thirty years the 
country has lacked industrial conscience. 
He charged that J. Pierpont Morgan will 
wreck great financial enterprises and for a 
few millions of dollars let his name go along 
with the wreck. 


Woman Stockholder Faints. 
The address of Mr, Robins seémed to meet 


with the entire approval of his hearers, buts 


while 400 clubwomen were applauding his® 
utterances one woman fainted, after hearing 


the arraig&ment of a corporation in which she | 


ciaimed to be a stockholder. ! 

Robins’ attack on Mayor Harrison fol- 
lowed a declaration that all the year round 
there is an average of 30,000 homeless men. 
in Chicago. 

*“ During some seasons,” he said, “‘ there 
are from 56,000 to 60,000 homeless men in 
Chidago. Certain industries put a premium 
upon men without homeand family. The ice 
trust is one of these industries. These men 
can go out On the ice and tdke their chances; 
can work and freeze for $4 a week if they are 
willing to pay board to the company. At the 
end of the ice cutting season they conte back 
to Chicago. Election day comes. They are 
hungry. Fifty cents, a free lunch, the as- 
surance of a friend in the police court wil! 
outweigh all sense of right or wrong. They 
Sell their votes and are not prosecuted. 

*‘ Do you wonder why? 

“If you do, just look into the city council 
poi see who are the strongest men politi- 
cally, 

Harrison and Brennan. 


“Foreman? No. Bennett? No. The 
strongest man politically in the council is. 
Ald. John Brennan, because Brennan has 
absolute control of 5,000 votes. He is the 
same Brennan who will send Al Glade to your 
state legislature to corrupt it; the same Bren- 
nan who was sent to the bridewell. It was a 
moral triumph when he was sent, but the 
courts let him out. 

“Whiie at the bridewell Brennan enter- 
tained the mayor of Chicago, who went out 
to see this man to get him to support his 
brother, William Preston Harrison, im his 
cabdidacy for congress. The mayor’s brother 
will be sent to congress by thé votes of John 
Brennan, briber; by the votes of those out- 
casts who will vote for the person who gives 
them the best present chance in the world.”’ 

Mr. Robins’ subject was ‘“‘ Three@pposing 
Forces in Industrialism."’ 
unions were struggling for better wages, 
which meant a higher standard of living and 
better citizenship. He pointed out that the 
opposing force was organized capital, and de- 
clared the organization of capital, instead of 
making for a higher standard of citizenship 
is resulting in the corruption of political in- 
stitutions, the debauching of the ballot box, 
and the bribing of public servants. The 
speakeresserted that corporations had found 
it easier to buy legislatures and control the 
machinery of government and thus gain a 
monopoly of spurious products than to man- 
ufacture high grade products. He blamed 
capitglists for the industrial unrest, and said: 

When a group of men can get. together in 
Wall street and make $80,000,000 in three 
weeks is it any wonder the laboring man is 
imbued with a desire to make all he possibly 
can in eight hours without shirking?” ‘ — 


National Senate Bought. 


Mr. Robins said that the United States 
senate had been bought by a corporation, 
which he did not name, and urged that when 
well fed capitalists can get together in a 
back room and permit their ‘ conscience- 
less greed” to hammer down wages it is 
‘only natural unions should take steps to 
reach a bludgeon.’* | 

Chicago women, according to Robins, who 
are regarded as ‘‘ good,”’ are willing to re- 
ceive rents from illegal resorts and insanitary 


tenements. These women, he declared, live’ ; 


from rents taken from the life blood of for- 
eigners who exist in tenements to bring up 
men and women who have not enough red 
blood in their veins to enable them to stand 
up straight. 

* The best vestibule to a house of ill fame," 
said he, “‘is the low wage store.” 

How Lumbermen Live. 

“While one man in Chicago,” he contin- 
ued, “ is entering horses in the coming horse 
show, in his lumber camp in Minnesota la- 
borers are made to sleep in bunks three tiers 
high, made to eat rancid food or starve, made 
to work ten and twelve hours a day.”

“Exposure” Gets No Hearing 
from the Medical Society.

LOUD PROTEST IS MADE. 


Physicians Hold an Indignation Meet- 
ing in the Lobby. 


An attempt to bring up before the Chicago 
Medical society last evening the matter of 
the recent exposure of commission paying 
by some Chicago physicians was gaveled 
down by Dr. J. B. Murphy, the president. 
The @isaffected ones withdrew to the lobby 
of the Public Library building, where an in- 
dignation meeting was held, which was ad- 
dressed by Dr. F. A. Leusman. ; 

While a motion to adjourn was being made 
Dr. Leusman was clamoring for the floor, 
but. was not recognized by the chairman. 
The question was put by the chairman and 
declared carried before those who were sid- 
ing with Dr. Leugsman knew exactly where 
they were. Afterwards Dr. Murphy ex- 
plained to the members who clustered around 
him to protest against his arbitrary action 
that it was contrary to the bylaws of the 
society to bring up business questions at the 
monthly meetings. The place for the discus- 
sion, he said, was before the exceutive 
council. 

Dr. Murphy Investigates. 

In the afternoon Dr. Murphy consulted 
with the two doctors who made the investi- 
gation and were responsible for the sending 
out of the decoy letter, and he satisfied him- 
self that the thing had been done in a man- 
ner which could not be impeached and with 
a view to the best interests of the medical 
profession. At any rate, he declared him- 
self satisfied. : 

All during the meeting. of the society and 
the reading of the papers there was appar- 
ent an undercurrent of excitement among 
the physicians. Sounds of a heated argu- 
ment just outside of the hall could be heard 
every time the doors swung open. 


‘Differ as to “Exposure.” 

There was only one topic, and that was the 
“exposure.” Many opinions were expressed, 
some declaring heartily in favor of what 
had been done and others that it would 
cause harm. In the meeting the only men- 
tion of the subject which was permited to 
escape was when Dr. Emil Ries arose to pro- 
pose a vote of thanks to those who had read 
papers, and incorporated a motion thet Dr. 
Murphy be thanked for the “notoriety - 
he had achieved. The motion was not put. 


Dr. Leusman Waxes Indignant. 

The “ outside’ meeting was attended by 
nearly all who had been in the hall. Dr. 
Leusman assailed the investigation started 
by the two medical men and at the same time 
demanded that the president be vindicated. 

“ What I wanted to say in the meeting, if 
they had let me talk, was this, that our pro- 
fession has been attacked in public, and we 
ought to have a chance to defend ourselves. 
I was going to propose that a committee of 
three be appointed to find out who had per- 
petrated this dastardly trick, that they might 
be expelled from the society. I don’t be-

NEW CHIEF IN PERIL. 


Campion and Men Hurled by an 
Explosion at a Bad Fire, 


SIX FIREMEN ARE INJURED. 


Blaze in the Haymarket Theater 
Building@auses Alarm. 


Chief Campion was hurled a dozen feet and 
six of his men were injured in an explosion 
that marked the first serious fire since the 
new chief assumed office. The fire was in the 
Haymarket theater building and fora timea 
panic in the theater audience was feared, 
The performance was brought to an end and 
the spectators hurried from the playhouse 
in record time, 

 $Six Firemen Are Injured. 

The firemen injured were: |

Chemicals Explode on Top Floor. 


The fire resuited from an explosion of 
chemicals in the rooms of the Columbia 
Portrait company, on the top floor of the 
theater building. In a few moments it had 
spread to the Scholl studio, on the same 
floor. In the rear of the studios a meet- 
ing of Fort Dearborn lodge of Oddfellows 
was being held, and the members hurried 
from the lodgerooms to turn in an alarm 
of fire. 

The blaze was directly over the stage of 
the Haymarket theater, in which the con- 
cluding numbers of the evening performance 
were being given. Lieut. Harding at once 
detailed a dozen policemen to the front of 
the building to keep the crowds away from 
the entrance, and to prevent excited persons 
from alarming the audience. 


Theater Empty in Three Minutes. 

Inside the theater Manager W. W. Freeman 
notified Flo Adler, a singer, to cut her act 
short, and the performer following wae In- 
structed not toappear. The moving pictures 
which always conclude the vaudeville enter- 
tainment were then put on, and after a few 
moments the orchestra leader was instructed 
to start the exit march. The steel curtain 
was lowered, and in less than three minutes 
the audience had departed. 

Outside, Chief Campion, whose company 
was the first to reach the fire, led his men 
up the extension ladder to the biaze on the 
top floor. The wife and two children of 
George Reger, the janitor of the building, 
were asleep in their rooms on the smoke 
filled floor, arid were carried down the stair- 
ways by firemen. One of the children was 
partly overcome by smoke, but quickly re- 
vived. 

The firemen, with Campion at their head, 
scarcely had entered the rooms when an ex- 
plosion which shattered the skylights and 
sent a sheet of flame many feet above the 
building, @rove them back to the windows. 
As they advanced again, a second explosion 
happened, and several men were stunned.

NEXT MOVE IS NOT PREDICTED. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Oct. 20, 3 a. m—The complete 
repulse of the Russian attack and a gain 
of about fifteen miles of ground seem to be 
the net result of the battle of the Shakhe 
to the Japanese, who again failed, as at Liao- 
yang, to follow up their victory with a crush- 
ing blow. 

Opinions, however, differ as to whether 
the present situation indicates a Jull or the 
end of the battie, none of the dispatches en- 
abling a definite assertion. 

A correspondent with Gen, Oku in an ute 
dated dispatch say» that omrving to the slow-. 
ness of their advance the Japanese failed 
to cut off the Russian retreat, which wee 
conducted with great skill. 

Jap Cavalry Effective. 

The cavalry of the Japanese left crossed 
the Hun river, thus preventing the Russian 
flanking movement. They captured batter- 
ies and did excellent work. They captured 
maps showing the Russian retreats wefe 
prearranged and indicating all the places 
where stands were to be made. 

The Japanese center and right armies held 
their Hne throughout, working forward to- 
gether excellently. 

The whole Japanese force now holds a line 
that practically is the same as at the be 


| sinning of the battle, but fifteen miles fur- 


ther north. 

The armies now are resting and probably 
will net move for several days, . 

A correspondent with the Russian center 
telegraphs that the Japanese apparently are 
satisfied with having the Russian 
advance and have brought their own lines 
to the Shakhe river. 

A Tokio dispatchsays that Kouropatkin has 
ordered all bridges across the Hun river de- 
stroyed, thus forcing his men to fight te the 
south of it. 


Troops Weakening. 

The Standard’s correspondent with Gen. 
Kuroki says the decisive defeats have serié 
ously weakened the morale of the Russian 
troops. It was evident in later phases of the 
fighting that they were increasingly reluctant 
to stand up against the Japanese infantry. 
It will be some time before they can make 
good their terrible losses. The Japanese 
losses are small in comparison. The Japanese 
failed to capture many prisoners, but the vie- 
tory is none the less decisive. It will secure 
the numerical superiority to the Japanese 
army for an indefinite period. 

Another correspondent ascribes the loss 
of Japanese guns on Oct. 16 to overconfidence. 
Five battalions and three batteries went too 
far east, and were attacked by twelve bat- 
talions of Russians. 

The Russians who tried to outflank the 
Japanese right, and who for days, it was 
rumored, had been cut off, escapéd their 
threatened destruction, but seem to have 
suffered severely. Field Marshal Oyama 
simply reports that they were driven off and 
retreated. 

Machine Guns Are Used. 

The Standard’s correspondent with Gen. 
Kuroki declares, however, that these Rus- 
sians are almost annihilated. They were 
crossing the Taitze river one pontoon bridge 
when they were overtaken by a regiment of 
Japanese cavalry, whose machine guns 
swept the bridge from end to end. This is 
the first time in the war that machine guns 
have been used with decisive results, 

The position of the Japanese left is thus 
described in an official dispatch from Jap- 
anese headquarters in the field sent to Tokio 
on Tuesday afternoon: 

The enemy stopped immediately in front 
of our positions at a distance of from 600 
to 1,000 yards and Is fortifying his positions. 

English newspapers and military critics 
find it difficult to apportion the exact 
strategic significance attaching to Gen. 
Kouropatkin’s action on the Shakhe river. 
It is supposed that his success here was 
due to having kept three divisions of troops 
in reserve, and it is admitted that the attack 
on Lone Tree hill may have been an inten- 
tional counter stroke after drawing out the 
Japanese from strong positions.

Two dispatches from Mukden tonight 
mention reports that the Japanese already 
are preparing to retire, and the war office ad- 
mits that Kouropatkin’s left has again 
moved slightly forward, but there is no light 
upon the movements of the Japanese. 

There is, indeed, an utter lack of late news 
from Tokio, and an enemy so resourceful may 
really be preparing a surprise movement in- 
gtead of a retreat, relieving the pressure on 
the front with a view of accomplishing some- 
thing on the flank.

Ends with Russian Defeat. 

The enforced cessation of operations by the

Will Join Second Army. 
It is already known that practically all 
of three corps in the Vilna government will 
be included in Gen. Grippenberg’s army, but 
as these troops are included in what is known 
as Russia’s third line of defense, the fact 
has not attracteé much attention.

It is now recalled as significant of the 
deep personal friendship of the two emperors 
that when Emperor William was about to 
undergo an operation last year he commend- 
ea@ his eldest son to the hands of Emperor 
Nicholas. This fact was mentioned at the 
time in the Official Messenger, but did not 
attract as much attention as it is now receiv- 
ing.

The report of the financial committee, sub- 
mitted by John B. Jackson, chairman, 
showed that the $5,000,000 worth of gold 5. 
per cent interest bearing first mortgage 
bonds of the United States Steel corporation 
were registered in the name of the commis- 
sion May 13 last.

crease of $6,000 over last year’s figures.

Love, 
“Three hundred,” said John C. King, who 
was bidding in behalf of Marshall Field. 
“Four hundred,” cried M. H. Tichenor 
from the second row. ; 
“ Five hundred,”’ answered Mr. Loye with-. 
out looking up.

Mr. Love said he had bought first choice 
for President James Hobart Moore of the 
Horse Show association, and chose for him 
box 55 on the east side of the Coliseum, across 
the aisle from that occupied by Miss Alice 
Roosevelt last year. The next two boxes, 
53 and 54, also were bid in by Mr. Love for the 
same premium asthe first choice in behalf of 
Reginald Vanderbilt and himself. 

For fourth place John C. King and H. H. 
Porter Jr. bid each other up briskly until it 
was given to Mr. Porter for a premium of 
$400. Mr. King bought the next one for Mar- 
shall Field for $350. As soon as a box was 
purchased it was marked off the diagram 
with a cross of green paint, and with the 
deduction of the five first sold and those 
bought previously by the directors, so few 
good locations were left open that the bid- 
- ding continued with great spirit till late in 


the sale. 
Scorns Raises of $25. 

Mr. King, after a contest with Mr. Tichenor, 
got sixth choice for John Dupee by bidding 
$350, and took box 46. Mr. Tichenor paid $50 
more for the next opportunity to choose, and 
Edward 8. Adams landed box 44 with a pre- 
mium bid of $350. 

“There was some $25 bidding on that last 
choice,”’ said Mr. Wilkins, “‘ and I hate to see 
it. What round sum am I offered for the 
next?’ 

“One hundred dollars,’” responded Mr.

TWO BOYS DIB IN FIRE. 


MANY CHILDREN NARROWLY ES- 


CAPE INCINERATION. 


Inmates of Institution of the Illinois 
Aid Society at Shelbyville, 11, in a | 
Panic During Blaze Which Partly 
Destroyed Receiving Home—Prompt 
Rescue Work by Attendants and 
Neighbors Prevent Loss of Life in 
Suffocating Smoke. 


Shelbyville, Ill., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—Two 
boys were suffocated and many children nar- 
rowly escaped incineration in a fire which 


‘partly destroyed the receiving house of the 


lllinois Children’s Home and Aid sociéty at 


this place today. 


The dead are: 

PETERSON, ALFRED, 98 years. 
PETERS, CHARLES,.1! years. 

The tire started before daybreak while the 
thirty-one children in the building were 
asleep, and was probably due to a defective 
flue. Before assistance could be summoned 
the building was in flames and the interior 
filled with dense volumes of smoke. 


Children Flee for Safety. 

Meanwhile the children, ranging in years 
from 6 to 12, were scrambling from their dor- 
mitory and making frantic efforts to escape. 
Mrs. Jennie Frazer, the matron, directed the | 
movements of the little wards, and by the 
time the neighbors appeared on the scene all 
but two had reacheda place of safety. 

Rescuers entered the blazing building and 
found the bodies of the two boys lying 
upon a bed. They had evidently been too 
frightened to. make an effort to escape, and 
both were suffocated. 


All But Two Rescued. 

Half the children in the place had the 
whooping cough, and the smoke awoke them 
before the fire had gained much headway. 
Many escaped by climbing out of windows 
upon a shed in the rear, while others went 
down the main stairway. The residences of 
the parents of the dead boys are at present 
unknown, 

The institution, which is also known as the 
Middleswork Children’s home, was one of 
several maintained by the Illinois Aid so- 
ciety. Children were received there from 
all parts of the state. Attention was given 
them there for two or three months, or until 
homes were found for them elsewhere. 


Rigid Inquiry Promised. 


“The consequences of the fireare lamenta- 


ble, but I cannot believe that any one is 
blameworthy,”’ said Mrs. Martha P. Fal- 
coner, assistant superintendent, in charge of 
the.Chicago headquarters of the society, yes- 
terday. “I have been informed, however, 
that Supt. Hart will be satisfied with nothing 
but a thorough investigation and has so in- 
formed the coroner of Lake county. 

** Every possible safeguard against loss of 
life in case of a fire seemed to have been 
taken. On the second floor, where the chil- 
dren slept in dormitories, there was a wide 
hallway extending the length of the build- 
ing, and wide stairways leading straight to 
the ground, both at the front and rear.’’ 

The records of the society show that one of 
the children, Charles Peters, 9 years old, 
was the son of Gilford Peters, a Chicago 
horseshoer, who resided in October of last 
year at the Acme hotel, 453 State street. The 
child was given into the custody of the soci- 
ety in March of the same year by order of the 
Juvenile court on evidence that the mother 
was a habitual drunkard. The whereabouts 
of neither parent is know at present. 

The other child, Alfred Peterson, 8 years 
old, was received from. the Will county poor- 
house, the mother being dead and the father. 
Benjamin Peterson, formerly a resident of 
Joliet, being a fugitive from justice.

Dr. de Bey Speaks. 


Dr. Cornelia de Bey, who settled the stock- 
yards strike, was given a great greeting 
when she arose to speak on the civil service. 
She urged that all state, corrective, penal, 
insane, health, and charity institutions 
should be placed under civil service officials, 
and those which do not require a special pro- 
fessional training to remain appointive. 


| Denial by Mayor Harrison. 

‘‘As to the story it is simply a lie,”’ re- 
marked Mayor Harrison yesterday. ‘‘Asto 
Mr. Raymond Robins, I do not intend to get 
into any controversy with him. He is not of 
sufficient importance.”’ 

‘‘T never talked with John Brennan while 
he was in the bridewell about my brother's 
candidacy for congress,”’ said the mayor.. 
‘‘Nor did I talk with him about fire depart- 
ment affairs. That is all there is to that. 
As to the original story that Musham's resig- 
nation grew out of a trade concerning the 
Eighth district, or any other kind of a politi- 
cal deal, I had supposed that was already 
sufficiently exploded. If it is not Chief 
Musham can settle it by producing the let- 
ter of June 3, 1908, which I wrote him at the 
time he was reappointed.” 

The letter of June 8, 1908, to which the 
mayor referred, stated the writer intended to 
reappoint him on account of the fight then 
being made. on him by the fire insurance 
underwriters, but he did not consider him 
the best man for the job on account of certain 
infirmities of temper and in consideration of 
the reappointment he would expect his resig- 
nation on Jan. 1, when the attack of the 
underwriters would have ended. Atthetime 
of the writing neither the mayor nor his 
brother had ever thought of the latter run- 
ning for congress. 


Says Republicans Gained Much. 

“The increase of the registration in the 
republican wards over that of two years ago 
was around 19 per cent,” said Mr. Reddick. 
-“ The increase tn the democratic wards was 
around 12 per cent. In our canvass we found 
412,279 voters, 209,334 of whom pl 
selves for Roosevelt and Deneen. That leaves 
202,925 divided among the democrats, social- 
ists, prohibitionists, and others. 

“We have been pretty close to the situa- 
tion all along. Our estimate on the first day 
of registration was 268,000. It turned out to 
be 263,000. For the total registration we esti- 
mated 410,000, and it was 405,000, so you see

ures the officers of the wrecked concerns 
were guilty of criminal acts, William Bar- 
ret Ridgely, controller of the currency, de- 
livered a strong address on bank examina- 
tions and failures at the session of the IIli- 


nois Bankers’ association today. 


Relative to bank failures Mr. Ridgely said: 

**In the great majority of failures, the offi- 
cers have been guilty of criminal acts. It 
is charges and rumors in regard to th mat - 
ters which produce the greatest feeling and 
excitement. People who feel that they have 
been robbed and swindled by the men in 
whom they put the greatest trust are natur- 
ally vehement in their demands for swift 
and immediate punishment upon the wrong 
doers."’ 

The speaker‘ declared that national banks 
never failed, if the officers obeyed the law 
and refused to make loans in excess of the 
10 per cent limit. The operations of the 
bank act were fully explained. 

Hartman Baker discussed the relation of 
bankers to politics and said only such a man 
as had the confidence of the bankers could 
be elected president of the United States.

Not 
since the two years following the world’s 
fair, it is said, has the disease threatened the 
city to the extent it does at present, and pre- 
ventive measures are urged. 

To forestall possible alarm among the par- 
ents of pupils which might affect the at- 
tendance, by reason of the alleged discovery 
of a case of smallpox. at the Burroughs 
school, West Thirty-sixth street and Wash- 
tenaw avenue, W. L. Bodine, superintend- 
ent of compulsory education, made the fol- 
lowing announcement: 

There is no need for any alarm at the uesuate 
school or any other school. Every possible safe- 
guard has been adopted by the health department. 
and the school authorities. I do not believe there 
will be any epidemic that would in any way nec- 
essitate the closing of any building. 


Burroughs School Scare Causeless. 


According to Chief Medical Inspector 
Heman Spalding the report that smallpox 
had developed among the pupils of the Bur- 
roughs school was erroneous. Instead, it had 
been discovered that a sister of a boy who 
had contracted the disease, but who. her- 
self, had manifested none of the symptoms, 
had continued to atend her classes. She was 
excluded, the other children in the room 
were dismissed for the afternoon, and the 
room was fumigated. 

“ This is the strangest outbreak I ever have 
known,” the inspector added. ‘“‘ The disease 
is making strides everywhere. We have 
cases in Groveland avenue, Archer avenue.. 
Wallace street, Wells street, and, in fact, all 
over the city. The high class neighborhoods 
have not been spared. 

** We have been unable to trace the source 
to any single case.”"’

Reports received at the health department 
show that the disease daily is making head- 
way. Twenty-three patients, none of whom 
had been vaccinated, have been received at 
the isolation hospital since last Saturday, the 
largest number in any one day—seven—being 
received yesterda}.

TWO KINDS OF DEMOCRATS. 

A wide chasm divides the two wings of 
the democrats. One wing comprises 20 per 
cent of the wealth of the party and 80 per 
cent of its membership. These are the 
radicals led by Bryan and Hearst. They 
believe that the government should take pos- 
session of the railroads, the telegraphs, the 
coal mines, and possibly, also, of the ship- 
ping, the oil fields, the packing houses, and 
the rolling mills. 

The other wing comprises 80 per cent of 
the wealth and 20 per cent of the member- 
ship. They describe themselves as conserva- 
tives. They may be more properly called 
reactionaries. They believe that the gov- 
ernment should not meddle with commercial 
enterprises. They hold that the “ trusts ” 
(they always use the word in quotation 
marks) are the natural outcome of modern 
society, and that therefore it is both foolish 
and useless to attempt to interfere with 
them, for the minimum of evil resulting from 
the organization of capital may be wisely 
disregarded for thé maximum of good which 
The reactionary democrats are 
led by Belmont, Hill, Gorman, McCarren, 
and Thomas Ff. Ryan. It is solely due to 
the efforts of these gentlemen that Parker 
was nominated, for he had no political 
strength of his own, being unknown. 

The democrats do not hope that the gap 
in principle between the two wings of their 
party can ever be crossed, Itis too wide for 
that. There can never be agreement on 
economic questions between Bryan and Bel- 
mont, or between Hearst and Parker. What 
the democrats hope to do during this cam- 
paign is to conceal the permanent diver- 
gence of principle under a temporary politi- 
eal truce made to last until Nov. 9. 

The common political ground which the 
democrats find is denunciation of Roose- 
velt. They attack him from directly op- 
posite flanks. The radicals openly de- 
nounce him as a “trust slave.”” The reac 
tionaries covertly decry him as a “ trust 
buster.” 

Roosevelt is more conservative than the 
radical democrats, and more liberal than the 


reactionaries. He believes in government 


control. He believes that the abuses of 
power so evident in the management of the 
great industries should be checked by ‘na- 
tional action, and that the first step toward 
this restriction of abuse is the enforcement 
of publicity upon the doings of these great 
enterprises. In the light of publicity many 
of the most frequent abuses wil] automati- 
eally disappear. The rest will become so 
apparent that the knife can more easily be 
applied to them. 

The other aspect of the economic question 
is labor. 
tion of labor is the natural and proper out- 
come of the organization of capital.

So she brought suit 
neainst the officers of the Shipbuilding com- 
pany at the time of its orranization and 
against those who had appeared before the 
public as its godfathers. 

The defendants demurred They a'leged 
that even if the prospectus hadi duc d the 
plaintiff to invest, and its representations 
were falsc, they had incurred no respo- 
sibility. The justice of the Supreme cvurt 
before whom the suit was begun did not 
agree with them. He said: 

I do not think the court should indulge in pre- 
sumptions that directors are not responsible for 
euch corporate publications (as the prospectus). 
"The court should not presume passivity. .. . 
The allegations of the complaint are sufficient to 
entitie the plaintiff to offer evidence of affirmative 
acts or omissions by the demurring defendants and 
pereonal participation in the wrongdoing charged 
@egainst the corporation of which they were direc- 
tore at the time the alleged false representations 
were made. |

Why then do Bryan and Hearst support 
Parker, who is far more of a “ trust slave ” 
than Roosevelt?

The New York Herald, which has been 
supporting Parker throughout the cam- 
paign, now predicts Roosevelt’s election. 
The Herald acknowledges Parker’s speech 
on the Philippines was a terrible political 
blunder, and practically withdraws its sup- 
port from the democratic candidate. It 
says: 

Judge Parker, for example, must surely realize 
that he cannot arouse the American people over 
the Philippines or the Filipinos. For good or for 
evil, and with the sacrifice of American blood, the 
islands have been acquired, and the United States 
can abandon them no more than Germany could 
abandon the annexed provinces of Alsace and 
Lorraine. 

Such questions do not concern practical politics. 
They are of interest only to debating societies, and 
the question of home rule for the Filipinos has only 
a theoretical importance. Political considerations 
heve compelled Germany to maintain a distinction 
between Alsace-Lorraine and the remainder of the 
empire. Yet the people of those provinces have as 
high @ conception of their civic duties as other 
inhabitants of Germany. One cannot say the same 
of the Filipinos as. compared with the American 
people, Even Judge Parker would not argue thet 
the general levels of Intelligence and education or 
the standards of industry and enterprise are as 
high in the Philippine islands as they are in the 
United States. It would be more practical, there- 
fore, and more beneficial for the people concerned 
to demand good American government for the Fili- 
pines than to indulge in’oratory about their theo- 
retical right to autonomy and independence.

- The eldest son of Judah Guedalla, a Moor- 
ish Jew, he was a warm friend of the nov- 
elist, “‘ George Eliot,” a fellow worker of his 
uncle, Sir Moses Montefiore, and made use 
of the great influence which he enjoyed in 
Turkey as the president of the committee of 
foreign bondholders of the Turkish national 
debt to obtain all sorts of advantages for 
his coreligionists at Jerusalém. It wae for 
this that he was invested with the title of 
** prince of the captivity,” the extraordinary 
prestige and value of which can only be 
preciated by an orthodox Jew. 

Those who are criticising the German war 
department and the kaiser in connection with 
the small number of generals and colonels 
who are untitled and who belong to the bour- 
geoisie, fail to realize that this is not so much 
due to any discrimination against officers of 
non-noble birth but to the fact that when 
& Man attains the rank of colonel or of gen- 
eral: and is considered sufficiently valuable 
to be retained on the active list of the army 
he is, in most Instances, rewarded with a 
patent of nobility for his services by his 
sovereign. It is difficult, indeed, to take up 
a German paper without seeing paragraphs 
to the effect that the emperor conferred the 
nobillary particle of “von” upon this or 
that gray haired general or colonel. That is 
why there are so few officers who are bour- 
geois—that is to say, not nobles—among the 
higher ranks of the German army. 

It cannot, however, be denied that among 
the crack regiments of the German army an 
effort Is made, not by the emperor, nor by the 
authorities, but by the officers themselves, to 
exclude the bourgeois element. Inasmuch 
as they are virtually permitted to ballot the 
names of those who desire to become their 
fellow officers in the régiment, they find it 
easy to keep out all those who they do not. 
think will prove congenial Among the 
latter category they regard those who do not 
belong to their caste, and that is why it has 
become impossible for any professing Jew 
to become a regimental officer and why there 
are thirty-two regiments of infantry, besides 
all those of the guards, seven regiments of 
dragoons, four of Hussars, and four of cui- 
rassiers, which have not a single bourgeois 
officer on their roster. 

There is this to be said in favor of the 
plan of balloting and passing on the names 
of the candidates for admission to the com- | 
missioned ranks of any regiment—namely: 
that the officers and, when married, their 
wives constitute one large family, and that 
the presence among them of a man who is 
uncongenial, or who is unfortunately mar-

He always denied the charge, 
but -whether it was well founded or not he 
was deposed and conveyed to Algiers, where 
he has lived under surveillance ever since in 
a handso villa and grounds placed at his 
disposal by the French government. 

The ex-emperor has been allowed on sev- 
eral occasions to visit Paris, has become a 
great favorite in European society at Algiers, 
attends official and social entertainments 
there arrayed in the most faultless of Euro- 
pean evening dress, frequents the principal 
cafés, restaurants, and theaters, has become 
equally adept with the bicycle and the motor. 
is an expert photographer, and has lately 
been taking lessons in painting. 

Just what name his bride will assume after 
her marriage remains to be seen. The French 
government will hardly permit her to assume 
the title of “ empress of Annam,” even if she 
prefixes it with the saving particle of “ ex.” 
It is probable, however, that inasmuch as 
the bridgegroom’s name is ‘‘ Ham Nghi,’’ she 
will be styled “ Princess Ham Nghi.”

| NEWS OF THE THEATERS | 


The Boston reviews of the Monday night 
performance of “ Parsifal’’ in English 
reached Chicago yesterday. Philip Hale, 
the most discriminating and best informed 
musical critic at the Hub, found the per- 
formance in most respects worthy of hearty 
commendation. Speaking of the production 
in its entirety, he says: 

“Mr. Savage has a satisfactory anewer to 
all criers of ‘sacrilege,’ to all doubters of 
the possibility of the success of ‘ Parsifal’ 
in English; the answer ‘is the performance 
of the music-drama by his company, for the 
performance not only surpassed reasonable 
expectation, it was in many respects uni- 
formly excellent, and in some respects it 
was fully as good as performances at Bai- 
reuth or at the Metropolitan opera house, 
if in these same respects it was not better.”’ 


The Kundry of Kirkby Lunn was found by 


Mr. Hale to be the weak point in the per-— 


formance. He characterized the English so- 
prano as a “ singer who lacks temperament 
and imagination. add'ng: “ Her Kundry is 
a lay figure to which 2 voice has been given 
with full and agreeable tones, in the middle 
d lower register, and with metallic, shrill 
chaed upper tones. Her phrasing and her 
iection were monotonous. There was no 
range of expression; there was no subtlety 
in her wildness or in, her wooing. In the 
first act she was neither mysterious nor im- 
pressive. In the long scene of seduction she 
Was not sensudus in suggestion by tone or 
ty play of feature.” 

The Pare ‘al of Mr. Pennarini is described 
os typically German so far as the vocal work 
is concerned, but his enunciation of the Eng- 
lish text is commended, and his interpreta- 
iton of the part is declared to have been 
** intelligent, and in the first act he was sym- 
pathetic by reason of his apparent youth 
and naiveté. Later he was less authoritative, 
but It may be said that, as a whole, his first 
appearance in a part to him especially diffi- 
cult.was creditable.” The Gurnemansz of 
Mr. Griswold is warmly praised, and Mr. 
Bischoff, who was the Amfortas, is declared 
superior to many of the German baritones 
who have been his predecessors. 


“The chorus,” writes Mr. Hale, “ was a 
strong feature of the performance. Por- 
tions of the Temple scene were sung with 
exquisite quality of tone and the chorus 
ef the Flower Maidens was conspicuous for 
elasticity and spontaneous animation.’’ The 
scenery is described as in all ways adequate, 
and the orchestra is especially approved. 
** Much might be written,” says the reviewer, 
“in praise of Mr. Rothwell’s reading of the 
score, Of his poetic intentions, which were so 
often realized, of his authority, which was 
quietly and modestly asserted. Mr. Rothwell 
came here unknown. After the orchestral 
performance of last night, In which he was 
ably seconded by his players, he must be 
reckoned with as a conductor of more than 
ordinary force and temperament.”’

miles. He revolves around the sun once in 
twelve years, and comes into opposition 
with it once in thirteen years. He is in op- 
position now, and may be seen shining bril- 
hantly after sunset with a white glare quite 
different from the red light of Mars. 

Jupiter is called the “ belted giant’’ be- 
cause of tle variegated bands which gir* 
him. His appearance fs always changing, 
and the heavy clouds which float around him 
prevent astronomers from telling whether 
Le is Mquid or solid. <A red spot 200,000.000 
miles in area appeared upon his face twenty- 
six years ago. Since 1892 it has been visible 
cnly occasionally. Astronomers.have not 
been able to account for it. 

Jupiter’s five satellites were discovered by 
One super- 
stitious philosopher refused to put his eye 
to a telescope for fear he would see them. 
He died a short time later. “I hope,” said 
Galileo, “ that he saw them on his way to 
heaven,” 

Saturn, because of the two magnificent 
rings with which it is encircled, is, when 
seeh through a good telescope, the most 
beautiful and wonderful object in the heav- 
ens. The rings are flat, and so thin they 
are not visible when their edge is turned 
toward the earth. Their nature used greatly 
té6 puzzleastronomers. [tis now known they 
ore not solid bodies, but millions of small 
particles of dust and vapor, each revolving 
in dts own orbit. When turned directly 
toward us the rings are as luminous as the 
planet itself. Saturn makes a revolution

around the sun every twenty-nine years. 
Its rings disappear every half revolution, 
er once in about fifteen years, but they 
soon begin to reappear. 

Saturn is almost 800,000,000 miles from the 
sun. It has eight satellites. When the edge 
of its outer ring is toward the earth the 
satellites seem to run along it Ike beads 
on a silver wire. - Saturn’s mean dlameter 
is 70,000 miles, or almost nine times that of 
the earth. 

Uranus is twice as remote from the sun 
as Saturn. It is supposed to be 83,000 miles 
in d@iameter, and to havea day of about ten 
rours. It is more than eighty-four years 
in making a revolution around the sun. 

Uranus was discovered by Sir William Her- 
schel in 1781. Forty years later Bouvard of 
Paris made tables for calculating its orbit. 
It was found that Uranus’ motion deviated 
slightly from the line faid down in the tables, 
It was suggested that the planet’s unac- 
countable conduc® might be due to the in- 
fluence of some unknown planet. Leverrier 


in Paris and Adams in England calculates 
where this unknown body should be. Wig 
the calculations of Leverrier before him, Dp 
Galle of Berlin in the autumn of 1846 pointed 
his telescepe to the spot they indi 
and found the planet now called Neptunes 
The result showed what marvelous acem 
racy both in calculation and observatigg 
modern astronomy has attained. ia 

Neptune is the outermost of solar planet, 
It is distant from the sun 2,775,000,000 miles 
and makes a revolution only once in Ig 
years. In other words, ite year is 165 times

A comet has three parts, @nucleus, a coma, 
and a tail. The tail and coma aré composed 
of fine vapor. The tail is millions of 
long, but it is so tenuous that ft may conta 
only a few pounds of matter. All the comets 
seen from the earth belong to the solar sye- 
tem. They are attracted towami the sun by 
gravity In the sitme way planets are. But 
they generally drop from immense distatices 
and move In greatly elongated ellipses. As 
the comet drops tt goes faster and faster

Halley, an English 
mathematician, proved it was the same comet 
that Kepler had seen in 1607 and that had ap- 
peared at intervals of about seventy-siz 
years since 1456. He predicted it would re 
turn in 1758, while Clairaut computed & 
would teturn in 1759. It did return in 
in 1835, and is expected again In 1911. 

One of the most splendid comets ever sean 
was Donati's. which appeared in 1858. Asits 
period is 1,850 years, it will not return anil 
the thirty-ninth century. A brilliant comet 
swung perilously close to the sun im 1883 
Biela’s comet, first recognized ag periodic fh 
1826, suffered an accident unique among 
heavenly phenomena, when, sometime be- 
tween 1840 and 1846 ft broke In two, Both tts 
parts were seen in 1852. It is supposedit has 
since been entirely dispersed fn space. Com- 
ets constantly lose their tenuous matter by 
evaporation, and steadily grow smalier, Sev- 
eral have disappeared from this cause In the 
last few years. : 


There are countless millions of small pat- 
ticles of matter revolving around the sus if 
all parts of the solar system. As the earth 
flies along in its orbit it occasionally encoun 
ters one of them. The resistence of the 
earth’s atmosphere generates intense heat 
the body collided with, and it emits a brilliant 
light and fs called a meteor. Sometimes 
explodes with a loud noise, When the body 
is so large it does not burn up but falls-to the 
earth it is called a meteorite. Meteorites 
consist mainly of stone and iron. There iss 
gtoup of several millions of meteors which 
makes a revolution around the sun about 
three times a century. The orbit of the earth 
intersects the orbit of these meteors, and its 
collisions with them caused the famous 
meteoric showers in the Novembers of 1790, 
1833, and 1866. s.

Creations~Which Are Not Chestnuts. By J M’KENZIE HILL. 


Croquettes. — the 
shelis and blanche the chestnuts, then cook 


| until tender in plenty of water; drain and

Flavor with vanilla, and add 
the beaten yolks of three egg#'to a quart of 
pulp, and also a little salt. W cold enough 
to handle shape into croquettes, & pear shape 
| being appropriate, egg and bread crumb, fin- 
ish with a stem of angelica root, and fry in 
deep fat. Serve on a folded napkin with 
sabayou sauce in a — dish. 

 Sadbayou the upper part of a 
double boiler put one whole egg and two 
yolks and beat until well mixed. Then add 
half a cup of sugar and beat thoroughly. 
Set 6ver extremely hot but not actually boil- 
ing water, and beat while half a cup of sherry 
wine is gradually stirredin. When the sauce 


| has thickened slightly, add one teaspoon 


lemon juice, and turn into a cold dish to ar- 
rest the cooking. Serve at once. This is a 
rich and most delicious sauce. Care needs to 
be taken to avoid curdling the egg. Occa- 
sionally lift the saucepan from the water, 
which should not reach the boiling point. 

Chestmuut Custard. — One cup chestnut 
purée, three eggs. One cttp milk, one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla, four tablespoons sugar for 
meringue. one-third=eup Add the 
beaten eggs, omitting the whites of two. to 
the chesthut pulp (chestnuts cooked and 
sifted), also the sugar, vanilla, and milk, and 
bake in a buttered mold. Make a meringue 
of the whites of the two eggs, and the sugar. 
Spread over the custard and return to the 
oven to color the meringue. This is improved 
by a sprinkling of chopped cherries below the 
meringue. 


Chartreuse of Chestants. One cup 
chestnut pulp, one cup sugar, one-third cup 
water, one-fourth box gelatine, one-fourth 
cup cold water. one cup cream, one-third cup 
French candfed fruits cut in bits. vanilla or 
wine, charlotte Bavarian cream, whipped 
lady fingers. 
Shell, blanche, and cook in milk enough large 
chestnuts to yield one cup purée. They will 
pass through the sieve more easily when 
hot. Cook the sugar and water until a thread 
is formed. 

Soften the gelatine in the cold water and 
dissolve in the hot sirup, then strain into the 


_the fruit and flavoring, and stir over ice water 
until it begins to set, then fold in the cup of 
cream, beaten stiff. Line a melon or other 
fancifully shaped mold, set in ice water, with 


chestnut pulp; beat together thoroughly, add - 


lady fingers, then with chocolate Sitecatiine 
cream; fill the center with the chestnut 
oream, cover with chocolate cream, and let 
stand until the mixture is well set. 

‘Serve turned on to a lace paper,-or sur- 
rounded with whipped cream and candied 
chestnuts. 

Compote of Chestnuts.—Forty large im/ 
ported chestnuts, sirup to cover, 4% vanilla” 
bean or % the yellow rind of a lemon or 
orange. Put the blanched chestnuts on the 
bottom of a large saucepan, cover with the 
sirup, add the bean or the rind, and let 
simmer 20 minutes, or until tender, then 
drain; strain the chestnuts and dispose in 
a serving dish. The chestnuts keep their 
shape better if used fresh. After blanching, 
if the chestnuts are old and dry, let soak in 
lemon juice a few —— before cooking. 


Puree of Chietediontns pint double 
cream, 1-3 cup sugar, 1 cup candied fruit 
soaked in wine and drained, 1 pint chestnut 
purée, % cup sirup at 35 degrees, a few grains 
salt. Use the wine in which the fruit has 
been steeped to flavor the cream; add t 
with the sugar to the cr and whip 
iwhole light.

If preferred, the frult 
may be stirred into the chestnut purée, and 
disposed in a mound on the serving dish;

tern. Garnish with candied chestnuts or 

fruit. 

To Blanch and Shell Chestnuts.—With 
a sharp pointed knife slit emch shell across 
one side. Cook one minute in boiling water, 
dain, and let dry. Add 1 teaspoon butter for 
each pint of nuts, and stir and shake over 
the fire, or in the oven three or four min- 
utes; en remove the shell and skin to- 
gether! Keep the nuts covered with a cloth 
in the meantime, as or: shell more easily 
when hot.

Business| Has Recently Improved, 


However, and Outlook Is Now En- 
couraging—Concern Is Well Pre- 
pared for Competition and Has Great 
Supply of Coal and Ore— Believed 
That Former President Assman Has 
Been Selling Can—Financial Notes. 


Operations of the Republic Iron: and Steel 
company for the year ended June 30, 1904, 
show a loss of $254,188.

President Thompson’s Report. 


The annual meeting of the company was 
held in New Jersey yesterday, and, in his 
report to the shareholders, President A. W. 
Thompson reviewed the general condition of 
the company, said improvement in business 
had already begun, and, with the expendi- 
tures the company had made, he looked for 
favorable results in the immediate future. 
His report in part follows: 

“The last year witnessed a depression in 
the iron and steel industry of unusual sever- 
ity. In the early part of November, 1903, 
the price of steel declined $6.00a ton, demand 
for iron and steel products diminished, and 
production was reduced nearly 40 per cent. 
At the end of the first half of the year gen- 
eral conditions were such that it was deemed 
prudent to adjust our inventory values, and 


res $669,616.41 was written off, thereby reducing 


stocks of raw and finished materials to fig- 
ures considerably less than those at which 
they could be replaced. On the other hand, 
cost of production increased as the dimin- 
ished demand prevented some of our works 
from operating full time, and entirely sus- 
pended operations at others, and an ex- 
tremely severe and long winter further in- 


‘ereased the cost of production by increasing 


cost of fuel, and the amount of labor re- 
quired. At the beginning of March, however, 
the volume of business began to increase and 
our operations have since been profitable. To- 
day the outlook is again encouraging. 
‘‘The amount expended during the year for 
new construction was smaller than in any 
year since the organization of the company. 
This work consisted chiefly in the installation 
of new converters and a new forty inch mill 
at our steel plant in Youngstown and in- 
creasing the capacity of our furnaces, cok- 
ing, and mining plants at Birmingham. This 
new work was absolutely necessary to reduce 


| the cost of production to the lowest possible 


point. All new construction work which was 
contracted for is now completed. 

“Ry rigid economy and a general reduc- 
tion of salaries the fixed charges have been 
reduced as far as possible without bringing 
about the disorganization of an efficient 
working force. 


Company’s Oil Business. 


“An interesting, and perhaps important, 
factor in the future of the company may be 
found in its oil operations. At the time of the 


organization of the company, and later, it 


acquired gas and oil leases on 18,000 acres 
of land for the purpose of supplying the 
Muncie mills with natural gas. As the gas 
pressure diminished production of oil in- 
ereased. The total oll production in 1903 was 
85,107 Dris. In the first eix months of 1904 
it was 27.913 bris; in the month of September, 
1904, it was 41,885 bris. Present production 
averages over 1,400 bris per day. While it is 
too early to'form a proper estimate of the 
value of our oil property, we feel justified in 
carrying on vigorous development work, We 
now have 71 producing wells and are en- 
gaged in drilling 17 more. 

, A short time ago a committee of leading 
experts examined into the ore and coal prop- 
erties of the Republic Irom and Steel com- 
pany in the Birmingham district. Coming 
from such an authoritative source and being 
based upon a careful examigation of the 
properties, we deem their report to be of 
sufficient importance for submission to our 
stockholders. It shows conclusively that our 
holdings of ore and coal in that district are 
abundant to supply our southern furnaces 
for more than fifty years. 

“With a tonnage of orders on our books 
at this date, engaging the capacity of our 
plants now in operation for the balance of 
the year, and operating at much lower costs 
than ever before, due to the new construction 
work now completed, we look for favorable 
results in the immediate future.”’ 


Prepared for Competition. 

What President Thompson says of the im- 
proved outlook for the steel industry bears 
out the general attitude of the trade. There 
is reason to believe also that his prediction 
of favorable results from the expenditures 
made will be borne out. The company has 
been able through the capacity of its Youngs- 
town plant to take from the United States 
Steel corporation the largest individudl con- 
tract for billets in the trade. The company 
has also provided for raising $7,000,000, which 
in a way capitalizes the new construction 
noted. While by reason of the making of 
this loan resumption of dividends has been 
postponed for a considerable period, there 
is no doubt the company is now in first class 
condition for competition with the United 
States Steel corporation.

LOCAL AGENTS HEAR PAPERS. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—The sec- 


ond session of the National Association of 
Local Fire Insurance Agents opened at 10 
o'clock. President North announced the ap- 
pointment of C, H. Woodworth of Buffalo as 
chairman of the committee on resolutions, 
and L. W. Childney of Virginia as chairman 
of nominating committee. The first address 
of the session was by R. 8S. Critchell of Chi- 
cago on “Ownership of Expirations.” 

“He caid the agent secured the business, and it 
therefore belonged to him; that the company’s 
interest In the busimess ceased when the policy ex- 
pired. The local agent was more likely to remain 
than the company; and that agents tn large cities 
were at heavy » and by right should own 
the expirations. He contended, however, that 
agents had no right to the business until it had 
expired. He said the company that tried to get 
the business after the agency had been transgerred 
by rate cutting was guilty of stealing. He closed 
by saying that if companies and agents would 
trust each other the question of who owned ‘We 
business would settle itself. 

“The Local Agent of Fifty Years Ago'’ was 
the topic assigned to J. F. Douening, general 
agent of The Insurance Company of North Ameri- 
ca. He was given a hearty reception. His address 


was reminiscent in character. He sald the agent 


of fifty years ago considered it undignified to solicit 
business. He gave the late J. B. Bennett credit 
for inaugurating the agency system of today. Mr. 
Bennett also was the originator of fre maps. He 
paid a glowing tribute to the memory of Bennett. 

P. D. McGregor of Chicago, manager of the 
Queen Insurance company, spoke on ** Large City 
Problems.’ He ‘said the time might'come when 
salaried men would be used largely by the com- 
panies and would deal direct with the brokers, 
and added that if there were no brokers there would 
be no salaried agents. He gave statistics showing 
the gradual inérease in commissions during the 
last ten years. In closing he made the following 
suggestion regarding the excepted cities:
